1. AT RECENT DINNER AT GERMAN AMBASSADOR'S RESIDENCE, 
SECRETARY OF STATE OF FOREIGN OEFICE DE LIPKOWSKI SPOKE 
OF HIS CONCERN AND HOPE OVER MIDDLE EAST SITUATION. 

SPEAKING PERSONALLY FROM WHAT HE SAID WAS EOUR YEARS 
INTIMATELY CONCERNED WITH MIDDLE EAST POLICY, HE 
HOPED US WOULD KEEP EVEN HAND. SAID HE THOUGHT EVEN
